‘Tho controversy which has arison with Great Brit- 
n the question of tho rights possessed by her 
vessel engaged in the suppression of tho slave-trade, 
demands of the American Government, and the 
American. people, soie decisive expression of opin= 
ion, and not merely that, but some decisive action, 
too, in relation to that traflio. Our present position 
on this subject is altogether too equivocal to bemain- 
nd. ‘Lo insist, 18 our Government does, that 
rely hoisting the Ameritan flag shall protect any 
vessel so doing’ from avy further inquiry into her 
character or nitionality by any but an’ American 
ship of war, while at the sime timo nothing is dono 
on our part, notwithstanding abuses perfectly noto 

rious, toward investigating tho character and bus 
ness of the vessels by which that flag is hoisted, is, 
in fact, to tako the slave-trado undor our protection 
und patronage. Tt is in this light that our opposi- 
tion to tho right of visitation is understood in Eug- 
and, by all those publio journals which arguo in fn 
vor of the abandonment of all attempts, on tho part 
of the British Navy, to investigate the character of 
vessels hoisting the Americans flag. he London 
Tianee, Ki in2a, olwayo the feioud-ansl-alVOUtl, 
more or less, of slavery and tho slave-trade—and for 
that matter, ofevery form of extortionund violenceby 
which capital may increase itself, rogardless at what 
expenso of human. sufforing—ovidently takes it for

The National Zra doesnot meet tho issue. Great: 
Britain has never, in fime of peace, claimed the right 
of stopping or detaining our ships. She lias de- 
manded this right m tie of war, when that govern 
ment and ours, and all civilized nations, were en- 
gaged in perpetual war with the common enemies of 

ind. And we desire to be understood, that 
the armed ships of Great Britain, or of any other 
nation, while thus actually cruising for pirates, — 
are engaged as much for the benefit of the United 
States as they ure for the benefit of any other Goy- 
crnment; as much for the honor of our nation as 
for that of any other; and haye the clear and ob- 
vious right to know whether any suspected vessel bo 
in fact « pirato, or belongs to the nation whose flu 
she bears. That this is strivtly a devligerent right, 
only exercised or claimed in the prosecution of actual 
wor. 

Now, the National Bra says that our Government 
held ‘that the officer of « British vessel, who, on 
tho high seas, ‘ in time of peace,? stopped, detained 
and boarded nny vessel bearing the American flag, 
for any purpose whatever, did it at his peril.’ 

We were aware that the Era had very ably di: 
cussed tho question which it thus states. It yra 
also ubly discussed in the Senate. We have no i 
tention of entering into a discussion of those princi- 
ples of international Inw, which tould haye been 
prlicablatojcertain supposed laws in lime of peace. 
‘© such question has heen agitated between the 
British Government and our Executive. We donot 
deny that Mr. Cass stated such question to tho 
British Ministry and to the Senate; but we say, no 
such state of facts existed betwocen Great Britain and 
the United States. On tho contrary, the British 
Ministry Jong claimed tho right of ‘their vessels of 
war, when actually engaged in prosecuting a war 
waged for the benofit of all civilized nations against 
our common cnemy, to stop any suspected vessel— 
Without roferencs to the flag she bore—long enough 
to ascertain whether she were an enemy or friend 
Our Executive denied this, and threatened war if 
Britain persisted in ascertaining whether vessels 
stiling under the American flag were pirates or not. 

Ifthe Era or Governor Soward intend to stand by 

Mr. Buelssnin and Mr. Cass on ¢his point, we shall 
inost deeply regret it.

THE ISLE OF WIGHT KIDNAPPING CAS 

Tho case of the Commonwealth against Thomas J. 
Loveland and crew, charged with attempting to ab- | 
duct a slave belonging to Mr. Scott, was commenced 
before tho examining Court of Islo of Wight County, 
Va. on ‘Tuesday last, and was decided ‘Thursday 
night, about 9 o'clock, when the parties, oxcept the 

k, were remanded to be tried at the next term of 
the Cireuit Court, to commence on the 18th of Octo- | 
ber next. 

‘Tho case was elaborately argued by Ro. If. Whit- 
field, Esq., on the part of the Commonwealth, who 
was followed by Tazewell ‘Tas lor, Thomas 'T. Cropper, 
and L. H. Chandless, Esq., on the part of the defence. | 

Under the law of Virginia, if an examining Court | 
think there is probable cause to charge a prisoner} 
with the offence, it is usual to send on for trial, and 
they havo no right to bail, uniess there is slight sus- 
picion of guilt, 

The captain and white crow were admitted to bail 
in the sum of ono hundred dollars each, by the unan- 
imous consent of the Court; and had tho Court been 
sitting as jurors, they would probably hayo had no 
hesitation in acquitting the prisoners without retiring 
from the court-room. 

When the court adjourned, it is believed the unani- 
mous yoico of the bystanders was, that they were not 
guilty. ‘The captain and crow proved, by gentlemen 
from Virginin, New Jersey and New York, their gon-

roceived ; that it so worked upon his feelings, that he 
greed to hide him in the forocastle, and run him off 
to Now York

yenrs. 

‘Tho gentlemen from Now Jersoy and New York, 
who came to attend the trial, expressed thomselyes in 
the highest terms of the Court, tho Commonwealth 
Attorney, and the citizens of Isle of Wight, and said 
thoy fully camo up to the high opinion they had al- 
ways entertained of Virginia gontlomon.—Norfolh 
Argus.
